some places the deliveries had

very heavy and In other sections com- 
paratively light." 


"I notice In your Issue of Fr.lday 


morning that nome man living in Long 
Creek township takes issue with me 
on that statement. 
This farmer says 


that he had been around Oakley and 
Long- Creek townships, and, judging 
from the amount of corn that he has 
seen, cannot understand whv any one 
well informed would say that there 
was only 46 per cent of lust year's 
corn In the hands of the farmer.

About twenty-five per cent of thft 


miners own their own houses and th* 
otheis are renters paying from Jb to 
$12 a month, more neaier the latter 
figure. 


Their Wages 


It might be suggested that the miner 


with a family should have provided for 
such a time as a stiike but the minern 
claim that It Is impossible for them 
to save much. 
The wages do not 


wai rant it. 


At the Decatur Coal company shaft 


the miners are paid 87 cents a ton for 
hand mined coal. 
At the M and t'. 


shaft the pay IS on another ecal», be- 
cause of the mining n achlnery being 
used. 
It amounts to about 56c a ton. 


Company men are paid bv the day. 


The miners claim that taking: the punt 


month as a basis the average wage* 
of a miner is not' more than $2 a day. 
This Is $12 a week on which to take 
care of a family and when one counli 
the house rent and food for the ffi.mil/ 
there is not much chance to lay by 
money, and. as a matter of fact, prob- 
ably few of the miners have mncll 
saved on which they can draw Instill* 
emergency.

So, while the shutting down of th« 


mines will be a hardship to the con- 
sumer It Is no less a hardship upon 
the miners who give up their Jobs ia 
support of the union strtks.
